I 34th Session of General As­ 
sembly Expected I o Be 
A Long One 


SENATE HAS CALENDAR 


Both Senate and House Ex­ 
pected To Recess Until 
Next Monday

With its legislative hoppers filled with 
scores of new bills, the 134th session 
of the General Assembly 
opened 
in 
earnest today what is expected to be a 
long session lasting 
well 
into 
the 
Spring. 
After 
holding 
several 
perfunctory 
sessions which 
lasted 
only 
several 
hours and were given up largely to 
organization work, the Legislature put 
Its com m ittees to work sorting out 194 
bills which have been introduced in 
the House and Senate. 
By far the greater majority— 78 in 
the House and 33 in the Senate— was 
introduced 
last 
night. 
Eighty-three 
bills were introduced tw o w eeks ago 
when the Legislature met for the sec 
ond time and then recessed for a fort­ 
night to permit members to attend the 
President’s 
inauguration. 
The 
only 
other meeting was the opening one on 
January 7th, when the Governor ad­ 
dressed a joint session. 
The Legislature I yow has 194 bills 
in committee. Some may lie reported 
out today, but most of them will not 
see the light of day until later. 
The Senate was the only one with a 
calendar today, consisting of a m eas­ 
ure sponsored by John R. D ent (D), 
W estmoreland, which would increase 
from 17 to 24 the number of members 
of the Joint State Government Com­ 
mission. 
The Senate was to meet at l l today 
and the House at one. Both were e x ­ 
pected to recess after short session s 
until next Monday, when Gov. Arthur 
ll. James is expected to hand down his 
biennial budget. 
He will address the 
Legislature in person. 
Although yesterday’s sessions were 
short—the Senate met for two and one- 
half hours and the House for one a n d p ic k e d 
one-half hours—much important legis­ 
lation was introduced.
